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S chools and students in 
the borough have again 
broken records in 
another year of 
improved GCSE results. 

This summer, Hackney beat its 
best-ever record - set last year - 
for students achieving five 
GCSEs, including English and 
Maths, at A*-C grade. 

This year, 56 per cent of 
students got five good GCSEs, 
rising from 52 per cent in 2009. 
Last year also saw Hackney beat 
the national average rate of 50 


per cent, and is on course to do 
the same again, when the 
Department of Education 
releases the official figures 
later this year. 

Many Hackney schools were 
individually celebrating their 
highest-ever results, including 
Our Lady’s Convent High 
School; Hackney Free and 
Parochial; Clapton Girls’ 
Technology College; and 
Haggerston School. 

At Our Lady’s Convent, 

71 per cent of students got 
at least five good GCSEs, an 
improvement on 69 per cent 
last year. 

Head teacher Jane Gray said: 
“The secret of our success? 


We’re putting the right children 
on the right courses. We make it 
really clear to pupils what they 
need to do to get to the next step 
and we make sure they’re really 
motivated to get there.” 

At Clapton Girls’, 60 per cent 
of students achieved five or 
more GCSEs, compared with 
47 per cent last year. 

Head teacher Cheryl Day said: 
“These are outstanding results - 
better than the national average 
and our best-ever in our history. 

“There are a lot of happy girls 
today, they’ve done brilliantly.” 

Haggerston School saw a 
rise to 55 per cent of students 
gaining five plus GCSEs, a 
six percentage point increase 


from last year. 

Hackney Free, which is 
currently celebrating its 
490th anniversary, also saw 
improvements as 42 per cent 
of students got five or more 
GCSEs, compared with 
30 per cent in 2009. 

Head teacher Richard Brown 
said: “These are the best GCSE 
results in the school’s history. 

“The number of children 
passing five GCSEs including 
English and Maths has doubled 
in the last two years. 

“The students, supported 
by staff and parents, have 
worked really hard and deserve 
their success.”

Mossbourne Academy 
again excelled with 82 per 
cent gaining at least five 
A*-C grade GCSEs. 

Yesodey Hartorah saw 76 
per cent of pupils achieving 
the same grades; Stoke 
Newington School and 
College had 50 per cent; 
and, Skinners’ Company 
40 per cent. 

Clapton Girls’ Murshida 
Mirzan, 16, was one 
of Hackney’s highest 
achievers, getting 11 A*s in 
her GCSEs. Hoping for a 
career in medicine, she said: 
“I had the motivation to do 
well. I knew that my parents 
and my teachers had faith in 
me and that gave me a huge 
amount of support.” 

High attendance might 
have been one of Courtney 
Caton’s secrets to success. 
The 16-year-old from 
Haggerston School achieved 
nine A*s and three As, and 


never took a day off school. 
She said: “I worked really 
hard and pushed myself. It 
was in the last month before 
the exams that I got serious. 
I’ve been so lucky to have 
loads of good teachers.” 

Mayor of Hackney, 

Jules Pipe, said: “I’d like to 
congratulate all our young 
people who worked hard 
and collected their GCSE 
results last month. I’m 
pleased to see the borough’s 
results continuing to 
improve. I hope all the hard 
work our students have 
put in will allow them to 
continue to achieve, whether 
that’s in further education, 
training or employment.” 

Alan Wood, The Learning 
Trust Chief Executive, 
added: “These tremendous 
results are a deserved 
reward for the hard work of 
teachers, governors, parents, 
support staff and, most 
particularly, the students 
themselves.”

A GOLDEN meadow of wildflowers buzzing with bees and 
butterflies is already blooming around the Olympic 
Stadium, two years before the 201 2 Games. 

As one of more than 1 0 football pitch-size meadows set 
to be created for the Games, the flowers are due to bloom 
again in time for the opening ceremony. 

The diverse mix of plants - including cornflowers, 
marigolds, Californian poppies and prairie flowers - will 
provide a colourful golden backdrop to the Games and 
also become a haven for wildlife.

S PACE. Jimmy 
MacDonald’s 
final frontier. 

As interested in 
the recesses of a single, 
well-crafted object, as 
a warehouse filled with 
the work of hundreds of 
designers, space seems 
paramount for the founder 
of event consultancy firm 
Tent London. 

He expects around 
19,000 visitors to 
attend this year’s Tent 
London event, which 
showcases ‘design across 
all disciplines’. It is a 
huge logistical process, 
conducted from the 
company’s office in 
Shoreditch Town Hall. 

He admits: “There’s a 
panel of external experts 
who look through 
hundreds of applications 
in just one day. Very ‘yes, 



no, yes, no’. Including the 
operations, it’s an awful 
lot of work to organise, 
but every time it gets a 
little easier.” 

Tent London is in its 
fourth year at the Old 
Truman Brewery, in Brick 
Lane, presenting everything 
from interior design to 
digital installations. 

Born in Ireland and 
growing up in South 
Africa, Jimmy came to 
London in 1994 to 
study Interior Design at 
Kingston University. 

He says: “My father 
ran an architect’s practice 
in South Africa, so I’ve 
always been around design 
of sorts. In many ways 
South Africa is devoid of 
design, so it was really 
exciting to see things going 
on over here and see what 
a massive industry it is.” 

He began his first 
business venture while 
still a student. “We were 
already rolling, there was 
never a point where we 


thought we should get a 
job. We already had a live 
one,” he says. 

From there, he set up 
100% East, to showcase 
designers from East 
London, and has gone 
on to create the Tent 
London festival with Ian 
Rudge, who founded trade 
exhibition company 
100% Design. 

For this year’s showcase, 
he’s especially looking 
forward to seeing works 
by Danish craft maker 
Stine Jespersen. One of 
her pieces is made of tiny 
porcelain cylinders that 
are individually pinched 
at the corners then placed 
together to create unique 
objects. Jimmy reveals: 

“If you put it in a kiln and 
fire it up, if it’s not made

properly, it will explode 
because the air tries to get 
out. There’s a proper skill 
in making it.” 

He also points out the 
way in which technology 
has changed things, 
for example lamps 
traditionally made for use 
with incandescent light 
bulbs, which are gradually

being phased out by 
manufacturers. 

“There’s no more of 
them, so designers have 
to come up with a way of 
getting the same effect out 
of an energy saving bulb 
and that comes down to 
the design of the lamp,” 
he adds. 

Tent London will also 
feature an area dedicated 
to eco design. So, are 
designers getting greener? 
“Not everyone is becoming 
sustainability aware,” 
he admits. “But it’s being 
drummed in at university 
to use Forest Stewardship 
Council (FSC) wood. 

Some of the materials now 
available are only FSC, so 
lots of products coming 
onto the market are eco.” 

Jimmy moved to 
Shoreditch eight years ago 
and praises the area for its 
development. 

He says: “The 
neighbourhood is 
improving and it’s 
exciting that it’s kept its 


independent shops as that’s 
really important. 

“I’m very interested 
in Lifestyle Bazaar on 
Kingsland Road; it’s a great 
design store that represents 
a lot of our exhibitors. 
There’s also Mathmos 
who make the famous lava 
lamps. They moved to 
Kingsland Road, too. 

“In ‘media-land’, Soho 
used to be ‘it’. It still is for 
film, but for ad agencies 
and designers, going East 
can offer bigger buildings. 

“Creative industries 
always like to break new 
ground and that includes 
occupying different types 
of spaces. It may have 
started with affordability, 
but now it’s developed. 
That’s the way the creative 
industry rolls.”

H Hackney 
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All your recycling 
questions answered 

Q: I have some old batteries that I need to dispose of, 
what is the best way to do this? 

A: Around 98 per cent of batteries currently end up in 
landfill sites across the UK, where they leak toxic chemicals 
into the soil and water, harming the environment and 
potentially human health. 

From February however, retailers that sell more than 
32kg of batteries a year (equivalent to one four pack of 
AA batteries a day) were required by law to accept used 
ones for recycling. The Council has also put eight battery 
recycling bins across the borough in all its libraries. 

The preferred option however, rather than recycling, is to 
buy rechargeable batteries that save you money and are 
good for the environment. The Council’s Recycling Team 
is giving away rechargeable battery packs to the first 30 
people that answer the following question correctly: 

What is the UK’s battery recycling target by 2012? 
a) 1 0%; b) 25%; c) 95%.

P LANS to create an 
extensive wetlands 
park, as well as 
play areas and open 
spaces in the 2012 Athletes’ 
Village site have been 
unveiled by the Olympic 
Delivery Authority (ODA). 

The first stage of 
landscaping works on the 
2.5 hectare, tree-lined, 
wetlands park is already 
underway. It will feature 
three ponds and two 
marshland areas. 

Additionally, a large 
wildflower lawn, scattered 



with trees will create a 
picnic area. While pathways 
and seating areas will be 
established throughout, 
leading directly into the 
wider Olympic Park site. 

More than 700 new trees 
will form a ‘gateway’ into 
the wetlands area. 

A variety of native species 
will be used including field 
maple, common alder, silver 
birch, black poplar, aspen, 
English oak, hornbeam 
and willow. 

Wildflower, tree and 
hedge planting has been 
designed to progress from 
the natural landscape of the 
wetlands areas in the west 
of the site to the more urban 
areas of Stratford 



and Leyton 
to the east. 

Planting 
will include 
more than 

70,000 wild 
flower and 
aquatic plants. 

Furthermore, 60 bird 
boxes are to be installed and 
new habitats created for a 
range of species including 
dragonflies, butterflies, 
swifts, swallows, martins, 
kingfishers and bats. 

The Athletes’ Village, 
which lies adjacent to 
the Olympic Park, will 
accommodate athletes and 
officials during the Games. 

After 2012, the Village 
will provide 2,818 new 


aomes 
for East 
London. 

Overall, the Olympic Park 
landscaping project will 
eventually create 10 hectares 
of parklands, wetlands, and 
open space, with more than 

2.000 new trees and over 

100.000 wetland and wild 
flower plants.

Recycling help for private flats

DO you live in a privately 
managed block of flats 
and don’t have adequate 
recycling facilities? If so, 
the Council can help. 

Residents can request 
that recycling facilities 
are installed at the 
development. 

Staff will organise a 
time to come and assess 
the property and liaise 
with the managing 
agent to set up a new 
recycling site. 

High-rise flats can 
be provided with two 
large bins: one for mixed 
recycling (aerosols, 
cardboard, cartons, 
drink cans, food tins, 
mixed glass and plastic 


packaging), and the other 
for paper (newspapers, 
leaflets and magazines). 
For blocks where space is 
limited, one bin may be 
provided for both mixed 
recycling and paper. 


The Council is 
committed to supporting 
the regional effort to 
recycle 50 per cent of 
all rubbish in the North 
London Waste Authority 
area, which includes 


Hackney, by 2020. 

In order to do this, 
it needs to ensure that 
residents have access to all 
the recycling services they 
are entitled to. 

The Council’s Director 
of Neighbourhoods and 
Regeneration, Steve 
Douglas, said: “Creating a 
greener, more sustainable 
Hackney is everyone’s 
responsibility. To make 
sure you are doing your 
bit, call the Recycling 
Team and arrange an 
assessment today.”

It’s breeding season, 
so gulls will be gulls 


RESIDENTS preparing to trim 
unruly foliage or chop down a 
tree branch, are being asked to 
hold fire: you could also disturb 
late nesting birds. 

The peak season has ended, 
but garden birds like pigeons 
and collared doves have an 
extended breeding period and 
may still be nesting, according 
to the Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds (RSPB). 
Most garden birds breed 
between March and August, 
but some species will 
be on their nests 
until late into 
September. 

Ivy on 
walls or 
garden 

hedges, bushes and 
trees still have an 
abundance of 
fruit and berries 




Gulls are calling their offspring 


that could help birds and other 
wildlife through winter. 

The late breeding season is 
also the reason behind the 
more noticeable vocal activity 
of gulls in the area. 

Over the past month, the RSPB 
has received an increase in 
enquiries from the public 
about gulls. Juveniles are 
finding their voices and 
parents are calling for their 
offspring to test their wings. 
The RSPB is urging residents 
to be tolerant as gulls 
are often perceived 
as intimidating. 
They are only 
aggressive if 
they’re protecting 
their young or feel 
threatened by us.

Tongues On Fire: A tribute 
to the Black Panthers

A musical tribute at the Barbican dips into 
the cultural influence of controversial 60s 
political civil rights group the Black Panthers. 
Still dividing opinion among historians and 
the public alike today, the movement that 
disbanded in the 1 980s remains one of 
the defining tenets of the US black power 
movement, characterised in part by its 
revolutionary stance, artwork and speeches. 


Inextricably linked to the Panthers, The Last 
Poets, formed in 1 968, are widely viewed 
as one of the earliest influences on hip-hop: 
their raps, rhythms and dedication to African 
American politics laid the groundwork to the 
emergence of political hip-hop decades later.

REVIEW

LED Festival 27-28 August, 

Victoria Park, E9 

The first London Electronic Dance (LED) 
festival took place against a backcloth of 
cold and rainy skies. Stiff competition from 
competing festivals that weekend - for both 
bands and fans - led to the entire second 
stage being cancelled on Friday. Luckily, 
David Guetta, Soulwax, Calvin Harris, Audio 
Bullys and Zombie Nation held the fort on 
the main stage, while the likes of Goldfrapp, 
Friendly Fires and local lad Professor Green 
did their best to make people forget the 
weather on Saturday. 

The headliners included Leftfield, performing 
their first UK show in 1 0 years, and they 
were brilliant. The crowd pounded the mud, 
dancing to live performances from many 


of the singers and MCs who had appeared 
across the group’s two albums. ‘Phat Planet’, 
(which soundtracked the famous Guinness 
advert featuring galloping horses in the surf) 
was a particular highlight, sending bone- 
breaking basslines deep into Hackney. With 
a laser show and special guest performers 
dressed as bears, AphexTwin promised 
much, but mostly played other people’s 
songs. His set was lacking his trademark 
irreverence and originality. A shame. 

At £40 a ticket, LED was a little cheaper 
than the much bigger Lovebox but the beer 
was a choking £4 a can. LED is aimed at 
dedicated electronic music lovers who have 
probably been gracing dancefloors for at least 
a decade. With their audience all grown up, 
the organisers will have to bear that in mind, 
and get some more live acts. And hopefully, 
move Professor Green up the bill next year.

B ritain had 

been at war 
with Germany 
for almost a 
year as the summer of 
1940 approached, yet 
despite intensive civil 
defence preparations, the 
anticipated air raids had not 
yet materialised. 

T. E. Brown, a Clapton 
resident who served as an 
ARP (Air Raid Precautions) 
Warden, kept a detailed 
diary which charted 
these preparations. 

Following the surrender 
of France in June, 1940, 
and the evacuation of 
stranded British forces from 
Dunkirk, Britain was the 
only country then still at 
war with Nazi Germany. 

Its air force, the 
Fuftwaffe, attacked the 
RAF in July, 1940, and 
intense air battles continued 
well into August, with the 
success of the German 
invasion plan depending on 
air superiority to prevent 
attacks on invading troops. 

Daytime bombing of 
Britain began in July, 1940, 


targeting docks, factories 
and similar locations. 
Civilian areas began to 
be bombed in August, 
although the main target 
was still the RAF. 

On 24 August 1940, T. 

E. Brown writes: “ Another 
raid at 8.20 just as I was 
leaving for work. Lasted 
about an hour. . .Another 
raid at 3.20 just as I was 
halfway through my dinner. 
Heard a sound as of a plane 
dive bombing or coming 
down with engine on. Saw 
nothing and heard little. All 
over in time for tea. ” 

Britain carried out a 
bombing raid over Berlin 
on 25 August in retaliation, 
and the Fuftwaffe was 
ordered to shift its focus 
from attacking the RAF to a 
bombing campaign against 
the civilian population. 

T. E. Brown’s diary entry 
for Saturday, 7 September, 
1940 begins: “ Something 
expectant about today. No 
usual early morning raid, 
but while on the platform 
at Finchley Central about 
24 fighters rose up from 
Hendon or Cricklewood 
I should think. Expecting 
warning all morning, but 



nothing happened - until 
the afternoon. About 4.0 
or perhaps a little later I 
had just gone up for an 
afternoon nap when the 
warning sounded. As usual 
now, we (Dad, Mum & 
self) didn't hurry, and 
went to the Anderson with 
binoculars. . .But soon after 
we had a surprise, hearing 
sound of engines from 
the South, and then they 
appeared in view. Hundreds 
of them, it seemed, in about 
4 batches. Heavy bombers, 
their fighters above, and 
our fighters (a few could be 
seen) weaving in and out. ” 
The Blitz had begun, 
and Brown’s diary entries 
from that point on become 
detailed accounts of long 
nights spent responding to 
bombs falling in his part of 
Clapton. The 
diary entry 
for the 


second night, 8-9 
September, reveals: “ Short 
warning in the morning, 
probably a reconnaissance 
plane. Usual warning in the 
evening, & then followed 
the worst night I believed 
possible ...” 

As he walked down 
Chatsworth Road he heard 
a bomb coming his way and 
sheltered next to a shop as it 
fell. Once he had recovered 
his composure, he checked 
that everyone in the shelters 
in South Millfields, where 
he had been heading, was 
all right, and was then 
called to an incident in 
Prout Road which occupied 
the rest of his night: “7 
heard cries for help coming 
from Gomer Terrace. . .1 
rushed up to the post. There 
they said a bomb had 

fallen in Trout 
Road. 

The 



path in front of the post 
was littered with debris. On 
running up to the top of the 
path I saw the wreckage 
& heard S yelling out for 
assistance. . . When the all 
clear went at dawn the sight 
was pitiful. The extent of 
the damage was far greater 
than I had anticipated 
and looking at the heap of 
rubble etc. It was hard to 
believe that anybody could 
be under there and still be 
living. . . ” 

Brown remained on duty 
until 7am when he had 
to go home and try to get 
a few hours’ sleep before 
going to work. 

Detailed accounts from 
the records of Hackney 
Metropolitan Borough 
Council include files on 
the bombs which fell on 
Prout Road and Cleveleys 
Road on 8-9 September 
(Brown mentions the

Cleveleys Road bomb in his 
diary although he was not 
directly involved). 

The Blitz began with 
the bombing of Fondon 
for 57 consecutive nights, 
but was extended to other 
important military and 
industrial areas across 
the country. 

By the end of May, 1941, 
over 43,000 civilians - half 
of them in Fondon - had 
been killed in bombing 
raids, and more than a 
million houses destroyed or 
damaged in Fondon alone. 

To mark the 70th 
anniversary of the start 
of the Blitz, there will 
be an exhibition about 
how it affected Hackney, 
at the Archives, from 7

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilites, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where

Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often point 
people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see.
